The shimmering blade of the polit­ 
ical axe, brandished for more than a 
year, has fallen at last and severed

Adams 
county health 
officer. 
That Mr. Deatrick’s head was on 
the

since 
February, 1923, is a generally known 
fact and that the blow did not fall

friends. 
Appointed 
in 
1919 
during 
the 
Sproul adm inistration, he has kept his 
position longer than any other of the 
Adams county state employes, who 
hold office “at the king’s pleasure.” 
His case is similar to that of Rob­ 
ert Caldwell, Baltimore street, who 
was removed from the position of 
agent for the Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry, State Department of A gri­ 
culture, which job was later turned 
over to George Raffensperger. 
No Reason Green 
Mr. Deatrick’s notice, term inating 
his service* for the state after Sep­ 
tember I, gives no reason for the dis­ 
missal. 
It merely states that after 
September I his services as county 
health officer wiII be needed no longer.

from C onstantinople for the occasion, 
T here was a sw arm of trousered 
women and girls, dressed in bright 
colors, and the men wore em broidered 
woolen clothes m ade of hom espun. 
Most of the gypsies are tinsm iths, 
blacksm iths or horse dealers.
